But Gen- 
eral MacArthur never endorsed 
General Eisenhower, nor did he 
speak out in urging a Republican 
victory. After the GOP triumph, 
he expressed his pleasure the 
Republicans had won, but made 
no mention of the winner’s name. 

General Eisenhower himself 
made no move to meet with the 
sulking hero. It was after he had 
been to Korea that he cabled 
“Let’s forget the past.”

Let's Appoint 
Our School Heads 


When the new Georgia Constitution 
was drafted in 1945, many members of 
the committee who prepared it favored 
election by the people of the county 
school boards and the appointment of 
the superintendent by the members of 
the board. However, that plan was 
omitted from the final draft of the docu- 
ment. 

Since then there has been a growing 
sentiment that the plan suggested would 
benefit Georgia schools and should be 
adopted. The strength of that senti- 
ment is reflected this week in House 
Speaker Fred Hand’s report on a poll 
which he took among county superin- 
tendents. Mr. Hand says that at least 
90 per cent of those polled favor elec- 
tion of the boards and appointment of 
the superintendents. 

Some counties already had taken the 
initiative in having passed “local” con- 
stitutional amendments effecting the 
change. DeKalb County is an example. 
There an elective five-man board last 
week appointed Jim Cherry as superin- 
tendent of the DeKalb schools for the 
next three years. 


In so doing, they selected the same 


done a remarkable job in making the 
man who for the past four years Has 
DeKalb school system the pride of the 
county and a labofatory for the state. 
Elected to the office four years ago, Jim 
Cherry has guided the program through 
a period of crisis to the point that his 
schools not only are meeting present 
needs, but building for the future. That 
the board, acting under the new plan, 
should turn immediately to him in fill- 
ing the appointive position is a measure 
of the success with which he has met 
the challenge. 

The difference is that the DeKalb su- 
perintendent has no need to worry about 
a political campaign to retain the office. 
He is responsible to the board, as are 
the school administrators in the city 
systems. He can give his whole atten- 
tion to the problems of administration. 

A few other counties, like DeKalb, 
have voted the change to the new plan 
which sets up a definite chain of au- 
thority and takes the office of superin- 
tendent prettv well out of politics. 

We think the plan should be made 
state-wide in application and hope the 
General Assembly sees fit so to act.

Solicitor General Acts 


In County's Interest 


That cause celebre, the Fulton 
County timber deal, is still a live issue, 
thanks to Solicitor General Paul Webb, 
who has petitioned the court for a per- 
manent injunction to keep James Mal- 
colm from cutting the trees for which 
he contracted to pay the county $30,500 
plus 55,000 board feet of oak. 

In his petition the solicitor general 
asserts that an offer of $60,000 is pend- 
ing for the timber rights. He contends 
that the law does not permit the arbi- 
trary rejection of higher bids, that 
county property must be sold at terms 
most advantageous to the public, that 
the determination by the commissioners 
that the timber is unserviceable was an 
abuse of their discrétion. 


“The inadequacy of the price... 
is so great as to render it an un- 
conscionable bargain which no per- 
son in his senses would make... 
and which no fair and honest per- 
son would accept,” the court papers 
asserted. “Such inadequacy of price 
is... evidence of (such) gross mis- 
management and flagrant waste in 
dealing with Fulton County prop- 
erty to constitute legal fraud and 
violation of ... public trust.” 


We do not propose to argue the 
merits of Mr. Webb’s case. We do want 
to commend him on his activity in the 
public interest, seeking to prevent dis- 
posal of the timber while all the legal 
angles are being explored.

Workers at Lockheed 
Make Good on Pledges 


A baby was born at Marietta early 
Tuesday afternoon and there was much 
ado over the event. In a sense, the 
birth was premature. The child really 
wasn t expected for two months yet. But 
there was no alarm, no rush to the in- 
cubator. 

On the contrary, the youngster took 
to its element and performed like a 
veteran. And the parents were proud. 
They had a right to be. 

The baby was the first B-47 jet 
bomber built by Lockheed Ajrcraft 
Corp. at the Marietta plant. It rolled 
from the production lines onto the run- 
way and swooshed into the air at 4:21 
p. m. Tuesday, Dec. 16—two months 
ahead of schedule. 

The 10,500 employees at Lockheed 
had made good on a promise. They 
said they would get a jet bomber into 
the air this year. They chose their own 
slogan—‘“Into the. Blue in ’52.” 

They listened and they looked yes- 
terday as six powerful jet engines lifted 
their own baby’s 185,000 pounds off the 
ground and into flight to make that 
slogan more than an empty pledge. 
They are to be congratulated, from the 
grease monkey to Dan Haughton, the 
Georgia Division’s general manager. 

Lockheed know-how, coupled with 
Georgia industrial skill and will to do, 
has turned the trick. It is a splendid 
achievement.

How- 
ever, not the least of: his successes has 
been his chairmansht!p of the Commit- 
tee on Economic Development, a re- 
search organization devoted to the 
strengthening of the American economy 
through an understanding of its capa- 
bilities. 

The committee is not reactionary nor 
is it an advocate of the theory that gov- 
ernment has the answer to all economic 
ills. It champions the ideals of free 
enterprise as they relate to the prob- 
lems of the current era and attempts 
to find the answer to these problems 
through a realistic approach. by private 
endeavor. For instance, Mr. Folsom’s 
group has recently been devoting con- 
siderable effort to an understanding of 
the effort this nation must make to meet 
the Communist threat while maintaining 
our own system. In this connection, he 
sald: 

“The positive tasks of American for- 
eign policy are to further the organiza- 
tion of the Atlantic Community and to 
develop effective means of dealing with 
the economic and political problems of 
southeast Asia and the Middle East. 

“It appears to involve continued eco- 
nomic aid, although not necessarily in 
the volume of recent years, a more posi- 
tive information program, and changes 
in American commercial policies to en- 
able other free countries to sell more to 
us, earning the dollars they need to pav 
for the goods they import from us... .” 

He added: “If military expenditures 
of the size now planned are necessary, 
the committee concludes that we can 
bear them. The total output of the econ- 
omy is large enough to support present 
programs, with a high rate of invest- 
ment while maintaining present living 
standards.” 

Reading these and other statements, 
one concludes that General Fisenhower 
has made another wise selection, one of 
which Georgians can be proud along 
with the rest of the nation.

Freedom of Mind 


Must Be Guarded 


WASHINGTON—Celebration this week of 
the 16lst anniversary of our Bill of Rights 
is a renewed reminder of the positive effort 
constantly needed to safeguard freedom of 
the mind and spirit from those who would 

shackle it. The reminder 

is peculiarly timely, for 

there is now a very fertile 

field for zealous but mis- 

guided self-anointed moni- 

% tors, and an evident dis- 

* ¥- position to plough it. This 

#. is because of the uncer- 

a tainty, anxiety and fear 

engendered by the threat 

of communism which, 

among some people, 

seems to paralyze ordi- 

nary reason and plain common sense and 

prods them to ape communism itself in 

seeking to suppress freedom of thought and 

expression. This dangerous sort of reflex 

was warned against by President Truman 

at the ceremonies here when the original 

copies of the Declaration of Independence 

and the Constitution were moved from the 

Library of Congress and reposed in spe- 

cially processed glass cases in the national 
archives building. 

He said: *‘The external threat to liberty 
should not drive us into suppressing liberty 
at home. Those who want the government 
to regulate matters of the mind and the 
spirit are like men who are so afraid of 
being murdered that they commit suicide 
to avoid assassination.’ 


There are some such in Congress, for 
instance, where the inquisitorial fever bids 
to be at high pitch in the new Congress, and 
also among. self-appointed groups that have 
set themselves up as censors in local com- 
munities. 

Just now a major target? seems to be 
education, an area where, above alk others, 
freedom of ideas must be guarded, for edu- 
cation is the sacred repository of ideas. 

For example, Rep. Harold H. Velde (Rep., 
Tll.), who is to become chairman of the 
House un-American activities committee, 
said recently that he is strongly in favor 
personally of an inquiry into alleged sub- 
versive influence in education. He described 
this as ‘‘the most important field’’ for in- 
vestigation. It has, he said, ‘‘been largely 
untouched.’’ 

That is true. Encroachment in education 
fortunately has been resisted, though repeat- 
ed attempts have been made and are being 
made. How the Illinois congressman’s mind 
runs may be gathered from a bill he intro- 
duced in the last Congress to require listing 
of “‘subversive books’ by the librarian of 
Congress. Where that might lead is obvious. 

President Truman's constant emphasis 
on protection of civil liberties during his 
tenure of office is expected to be followed by 
General Eisenhower. The President-elect 
has exhibited a deep understanding of our 
heritage of civil history and is especially 
equipped to detect and meet any threat in 
the field of education because of his ex- 
perience as president of one of our great 
universities.

Deserved Break 


NEW YORK—This is an appeal to the 
war correspondents now serving in Korea, 
and their editors back home, to lay off a 
Third Division operations officer named Maj. 
John Eisenhower. Let him serve his time 
in peace — if that’s the 
word for Korea—and get 
rotated out of there like 
any other man who has 
done his bit. Watching 
father and son tour the 
fronts recently, posing pa- 
tiently for tons of pic- 
tures, the thought oc- 
curred that the son is the 
most identified man in 
Korea, the only one whose 
exact whereabouts must 
be constantly known to the enemy. There 
are times when not even Gen. Mark Clark’s 
full staff knows quite where he is. There 
are times when Gen. Van Fleet's where- 
abouts are a mystery. There are times, 
most times, when every other major and 
pfe. named John can wrap himself in 
blessed anonymity—a fine condition for any 
man hovering around a shooting war. 

Not so John Eisenhower. Whatever hap- 
pens to his old man back in the States, some- 
body .wants John's opinion of it in Korea. 
Whatever happens to an outfit to which he 
is attached, John’s view of the matter is 
sought. 

It’s not all the fault of the newsgatherers 
and their alternate brains at home. Maj. 
John Eisenhower has become the hottest 
potato in Korea since that newsworthy event 
of Nov. 4. No commander wants him around 
for very long. No commander wants him 
to get hurt or worse while serving? under the 
commander’s orders—for reasons too ob- 
vious to list. 

So young Eisenhower, who is a quict, 
competent, studious young man, completely 
devoted to his life’s work, finds himself as 
homeless as a poker chip. 

The fine young officer just wants to do 
his duty. He wants no favors. As a matter 
of fact, he wrote his distinguished father a 
very stiff letter shortly after election. He 
had just undergone a transfer from certain 
work which he enjoyed very much. He sus- 
pected that his father might have been be- 
hind the move, and was quite sharp with 
him. 

The President-elect, worried as any fa- 
ther with a son in Korea, wrote back the 
truth: that he knew. nothing of the transfer. 
The son then asked that the famed father 
write to the commander who had signed the 
transfer and get him to take him. back. 
Eisenhower turned this down on the ground 
that he just was not going to interfere in 
any way. 

It’s a tough situation for young Elisen- 
hower, but he keeps his feelings to himself. 
He has seen more action than even his fa- 
ther knows about. He has enough rank and 
authority over there to move up and back 
without too much paper work, and he has 
taken advantage of this. He has done so 
knowing, as all others know in Korea, that 
the enemy can at any time isolate a forward 
UN force if the enemy chooses to stand the 
losses. And the enemy has shown no reluc- 
tance in that respect. .

LOCATION | 

Cedartown is located on U. S. 
Highway 27, 15 miles east of the’ 
Alabama line and only 62 miles 
from the metropolitan area of At- 
lanta. The city embraces an area 
of 3.14 square miles of mostly flat 
or gently rolling land at an eleva- 
tion of 797 feet. The average 
temperature range is from 71 to 47 
degrees and the average annual 
rainfall is 47.5 inches. 

The city is served by the Sea- 
board Air Line and the Central’ 
of Georgia railroads, which oper- 
ate 24 daily freight and four daily 
passenger trains through the met- 
ropolitan area. Motor freight lines, 
including one local firm, serve the 
city. An important air terminal 
is located only 20 miles from here 
at Rome. A total of 22 passenger | 
busses operated by three bus lines 
serve the city and its visitors. 


INDUSTRY 

Cedartown industries produce a 
variety of products ranging from 
cheese and dairy products to fish- 
ing poles. Quantities of iran ore 
are produced here, along with con- 
crete products, iron castings, wool- 
en and rayon cloth, cotton yarn, 
furniture, tire cord fabrics, box 
board and core paper, vitamins 
and chemicals, disc plows and har- 
rows, fertilizers and other prod- 
ucts 

More than 3.000 persons 
employed in 16 industrial plants 
and four mining operations in the 
Cedartown area.

It establishes a‘*board of inspec- 
tion consisting of the city building 
inspector and the fire and police 
chiefs, or some members of their 
departments. 

The board will inspect, 
recommendations and file reports 
on houses in Decatur that might 
be in one or more of the following 
conditions: 

1. Houses that have been dam- 
aged by fire, wind, rainstorm or 
other causes, such that the life, 
safety or health of the occupants 
may be impaired. 

2. Houses which have become 
so dilapidated, unsanitary, decayed 
or lacking in public utilities, par- 
ticularly adequate sewage disposal] 
facilities, or such properties which 
do not afford a reasonable stand- 
ard of living comfort for the oc- 
cupants. 

3. Houses that have inadequate 
ventilation, or lacking in lighting 
facilities, or have inadequate 
means of exit in case of fire, or 
which have insufficient stairways. 

4. Houses which have sfructural 
defects to the extent of creating 
hazards for the safety. health or 
well-being of the occupants. 

The inspection board's report 
would make recommendations on 
what repairs would be necessary 
to place the houses in livable con- 
dition. The report would then be 
submitted through the city man- 
ager to the citv commission. 
NUISANCE ANGLE 

Approval of the report by the 
commission would be a determina- 
tion by the body that the property 
constituted a nuisance. 

The owner would be granted a 
hearing. If the board’s report were 
upheld, the owner would be given 
sufficient time to make the repairs 
called for by the report.
